Leader, calls for the creation of 
a nursing home at the now 
dormant North Charlotte Street 
structure. 
The

reportedly is between a half and 
three-quarters 
of 
a 
million 
dollars. 
According 
to 
Pottstown 
Memorial Medical Center and 
Leader officials, the purchase is 
c o n t i n g e n t 
u p o n 
t h e 
arrangement of financing, the 
alteration of zoning to allow 


establishment 
of 
a 
nursing 
facility 
at 
the 
site, 
and 
assurances that adequate utility 
services will be available. 
It 
is 
the 
second 
such 
agreem ent 
signed 
by 
the 
medical center this year. The 
first, reached in March with 
Heritage Park Inc., a nursing 
hom e 
company 
based 
in 
Washington, fell through when 
the firm was unable to secure 
financing for the project. 
Medical 
Center 
President 
Albert P. Poilick said, however, 
he is optimistic a transaction 
with the Leader corporation can 
be completed. 
Poilick said his optimism was 
partly based on the company’s 
‘ ‘ p r i o r 
e x p e r i e n c e 
in 
estab lish in g 
new 
nursing 
homes.” The firm operates 10 
nursing centers in the state. 


including facilities in Reading 
and Norristown. 
Under the agreement, the 
firm has 90 days in which to 
arrange financing. According to 
reports, the company is at­ 
tempting 
to secure 
funding 
through the Montgomery County 
Industrial Authority. Should the 
authority agree to the financing 
plan, a loan would be obtained 
from a bank with the investment 
guaranteed 
by 
the 
county 
agency. 
Former Governor Leader said 
Tuesday that the company is 
examining the feasibility, and 
cost, of converting the facility 
into a nursing home. He said the 
company does not yet have an 
e stim a te 
on 
the 
cost 
of 
renovating the structure. 
Leader also said he had “no 
idea” when the nursing center 


might open should the sale be* 
made. 
"Right 
now 
our ar­ 
chitects and engineers are doing 
design work and research on 
how to renovate it,” he addled. 
“ And we are looking into the 
financing.” 
He noted that the company 
studied the possibility of buying 
the former hospital last year but 
dropped any purchase plans 
“ because of complications.” 
Leader said, however, the 
firm "took another look” at the 
site about a month ago and then 
d c c i d e d

building, but we’re working on

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Rescued:

A neighbor’s rescue efforts 
saved the life of a 15-year-old 
East Vincent youth, trapped 
inside the bedroom of his bur­ 
ning home Tuesday morning. 
Mark Chuck. 8 Carrigan Ave., 
was asleep w hen fire broke out 
in the basement of his home at 8 
a.m . Chuck said his parents, 
Mike and Ann 
Chuck, were 
both 
at work, 
and he was 
wakened by the barking of his 
dog. Fifi. 
The youth said he tried to 
escape the smoke-filled house 
through the bedroom window, 
carrying the dog w ith him. 
He said the French poodle 
jumped from his arm s and ran 
into another part of the house, 
yelping frantically. When the 
dog leaped, the window screen 
slammed shut, and Chuck said 
he was unable to lift it. 
“ I 
started 
screaming and 
trying to open the window," he 
said, “ but it wouldn't budge. I 
was getting scared, and the 
smoke was up to my waist in the 
room and it was getting hotter.” 
Tracy Wilke, 18, was in his 
house across Carrigan Avenue 
when he heard Fifi barking, and 
a man down the street yelling 
“ fire." 
Wilke ran to the back of the 
smoking building, attracted by 
sparks flying from the electric 
m eter, 
and 
saw 
his 
friend 
pounding on 
the 
bedroom 
window 
The youth punched his fist 
through the screen and half­ 
crawled inside the house, pulling 
Chuck outside. 
“ I don’t know 
how he got me through that hole 
in the screen,” the younger boy 
said. 
Neither youth was injured, 
although both said they coughed 
and could taste the smoke for a 
tim e afterwards. 
Wilke said he broke a door 
with a baseball hat. and tried to 
enter the house for the poodle, 
hut the heat was too intense. 
Firemen later found the dog 


dead in a bedroom, overcome by 
smoke. 
Five fire companies battled 
the blaze and contained the 
flames in the basement of the 
home. Ernest Shaner, assistant 
chief of the Spring City Liberty 
Fire Co., estimated damages at 
well over $20.000. 
The fire was under control in 
an hour, hut crews remained on 
the scene until noon. Shaner said 
the cause was a short circuit in 
the 
electrical cable 
running 
from the outside meter to the 
fuse box in the basement. The 
sparks ignited the fuse box. 
The 
basement, 
a 
finished 
recreation room, was destroyed 
by flames, and the upper two 
stories of the house were heavily 
damaged by smoke and heat. 
Mrs. Chuck, who owns Anne's 
Country 
Kitchen, 
form erly 
Millie's Luncheonette, 103 N. 
Main St., Spring City, said most 
of the clothes were ruined by 
smoke, but the furniture in some 
rooms was salvageable.

The family will be staying 
with relatives in Spring City 
until damages are assessed, she 
said. 
Both Mrs. Chuck and her 
husband 
went 
to the 
lun­ 
cheonette to open at 6 a.m. 
Tuesday. “ Between my dog and 
Tracy — well, they saved mv 
son’s life.” she told the Mercury 
after the fire. 
The family moved to Carrigan 
Avenue four years ago from Sch- 
wenksville. They have three 
other children, two daughters 
who are married and another 
son 
vacationing in 
Virginia. 
B esides

Belle hits New England states 
leaving hurricane force behind

Hurricane Belle, diminishing 
to a tropical storm, played itself 
out over New England Tuesday 
night 
after 
moving 
up the 
A’tlantic, 
brushing 
the New 
Jersey coast and pounding its 
way across Long Island and into 
Connecticut. 
Three persons were reported 
killed by the sform, and several 
others 
died 
Monday 
and 
Tuesday In storm-related traffic 
accidents. 
Barbara Chamberlain, 32, and 
her son Russell, 7, were killed 
when the footbridge they were 
crossing near their Huntington, 
Vt., home was swept away by a 
rain-swollen 
branch 
of the 
Huntington River. Carol Mayer, 
19, was killed when she was hit 
by a falling tree in the eastern 
Long Island town of Wading 
River. 
Throughout the storm ’s path, 
officials were trying to estimate 
the damage wrought by Belle, 
one of the worst hurricanes to hit 
the Northeast since Hurricane 
Donna killed 36 persons in 1960 
Belle had been moving up the 
East Coast for three days with 
winds up to 110 miles an hour, 


sending high winds and waves 
ashore from the Carolinas north­ 
ward. The powerful heart of the 
storm finally went ashore for the 
first time early Tuesday mor­ 
ning on Long Island, but its 
winds had dropped from 110 
m.p.h to 90 m.p.h. 
Enroute up the coast, portions 
of the storm flooded coastal 
highways and towns in New 
Jersey, caused 
millions of

dollars damage in beach erosion 
in that state and sent coastal 
residents fleeing inland. 
On Long Island, which felt the 
brunt of the storm, damage was 
reported 
lighter 
than 
an­ 
ticipated. 
But 
roads 
and 
basements were flooded, small 
boats were smashed and power 
lines and trees were downed by 
the fierce winds. Power was out 
at one time or another for mofe 
than half a million persons. 
New York Goy. Hugh Carey 
requested 
an 
estimate 
of 
damage to determine if Long 
Island should be classified a 
disaster area. 
“ We were exremely fortunate 


that the storm started to come 
apart just before it reached us,” 
said Suffolk County Executive 
John Klein. 
In New Jersey, Belle provided 
cover for the first successful 
escape 
from 
Trenton 
State 
Prison in more than 15 years. A 
prison spokesman said an in­ 
m ate serving a life sentence 
sa wed out of his cell, ran across 
the roof of the prison and 
jumped 30 feet to the ground. 
The storm had knocked out one 
of the lights on a nearby guard 
tower, obscured 
vision and 
m ade so much noise that the 
guard on the tower noticed 
nothing even (hough the inmate 
must have been no more than 8 
or 10 feet away, the spokesman 
said. 
Tuesday was n day of cleaning 
up the damage, restoring power 
and giving thanks that the storm 
w asn’t any 
worse. 
In Con­ 
necticut, Gov. Ella Grasso said, 
“ God was with us.” 
In Paxton, Mass., a large tree 
crashed through the roof of n 
trailer home and smashed a crib 
where Joshua Mello, I' d, was 
steeping. Joshua wasn't hurt.

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Senate passes 
swmeflu bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate Tuesday approved the 
controversial federal swine flu 
insurance bill and the House, 
under personal pressure from 
President Ford, moved to act on 
the same bill immediately.

Senate 
approved 
the 
measure by voice vote even 
though Speaker Carl Albert had 
told reporters the House would 
ignore the bill until after the 
Republican convention recess, 
scheduled to start at the close of 
business Tuesday. 
After 
the 
Senate 
vote, 
however, 
House 
Democratic 
leader 
Thomas 
O’Neill 
of 
Massachusetts announced that 
Ford was insisting the chamber 
take up the swine flu measure 
right away to get the nationwide 
inoculation program back on the 
track and, because of that, the 
House would do so. 
O’Neill said Ford called both 
Albert and House GOP leader 
John Rhodes. He quoted Ford as 
saying, “It is absolutely im­ 
perative to pass this swine flu 
legislation'” 
“ It 
is 
a b s o lu te ly 
an 
emergency, according to the 
President of the United States,” 
O’Neill said. “It will be on the 
floor later on.” 
The House Rules Committee 
immediately called an afternoon 
session to set up the special 
rules by 
which 
the Senate- 
passed bill could be brought 
directly to the floor, bypassing 
normal procedures and leap­ 
frogging over a differing House 
bill that was stalled in com­ 
mittee. 
The Senate bill in effect would 
let 
the 
federal 
government 
assume major insurance risks 
for the gaccination program 
Ford wants carried out this 
fall. 
It would authorize any person 
who claims to have 'been injured 


as 
a 
result 
of 
swine 
flu 
inoculation to sue the govern­ 
ment, which in turn could sue 
the 
vaccine 
m anufacturer, 
distributor or other negligent 
party to recover damage costs. 
In theory, this system would 
screen out nuisance suits and 
make private insurance com­ 
panies willing to extend liability 
coverage 
to 
the 
swine

manufacturers 
— 
something 
they have been reluctant to do. 
The bill also would eliminate 
m anufacturers’ 
profits 
for 
producing the vaccine, but allow 
“ a 
reasonable 
pro fit” 
for 
production of vaccines against 
other flu etrains to be ad­ 
ministered 
simultaneously 
to 
elderly and acutely ill persons 
who want them. 
Before the Senate vote, the 
A ppropriations 
C om m ittee 
informed the chamber it feared 
the bill would create “ an en­ 
tirely new precedent” which 
could adversely 
affect other 
governm ent 
im m unization 
programs where federal sub­ 
sidies are not available for in­ 
surance. 
But Sen. Jacob Javits, RN.Y., 
said during debate he doubted 
any dangerous precedent would 
be set and the insurance com­ 
panies should be notified that 
they still have responsibilities to 
the public for insuring vaccines 
against communicable diseases. 


The bill provides for written

Fathers embraced the defense of 
liberty, not only within the boun­ 
daries of the uncharted new con­ 
tinent, but worldwide.

Like it or not, the United States has 
become the rock upon which the free 
world leans.

First, it was implied, in­ 
correctly, that the “lifeline” 
feature had been eliminated. 
This is not true. In response to a 
request last year to increase 
rates by approximately 8 per 
cent, 
the 
Commission, 
in 
February, 
permitted 
an 
in­ 
crease of 3.5 per cent to be ap­ 
plied only to customers using 
more than 500KWH per month. 
Hearings continued on the 
request, resulting in the ap­ 
proval of an additional increase 
of 2.3 per cent, applied to all 
customers. Thus the 500KWH 
customer will pay 2.3 per cent 
more, 
the 
larger 
customer 
nearly 6 per cent more, 
The second misconception is 
that 
the 
so-called 
“ lifeline” 
feature helps low income people. 
Despite considerable study, it 
has never been proven con­ 
clusively that any correlation 
exists between a person’s in­ 
come and usage of electricity. A 
rate which exempts the first 
500KWH really subsidizes those 
who need and those who do not 
need alike. Obviously, the PUC 
must believe this, since they 
decided to apply the 2.3 per cent 
increase 
to 
all 
customers. 
Commissioner O Bannon, who 
constantly declares herself to be 
a representative of the con­ 
sumer, stated, “To continue the 
exemption at this point could, 
without full exploration, work an 
undue hardship on that class of 
customers who use over 500' 
kilowatt hours”. 


The third misconception is the 
, naive belief that it is possible to 
get something for nothing. 
Who picks up the tab for a 
“lifeline” electric rate? Ob­ 
viously, all who use more than

customers use this much? Think

Churches, 
schools,

THE ROCKET is the only full service wash 
in the area, the only one that cleans a car 
inside and out. “There are ‘stall’ washes,” he 
says, “but they require the driver’s elbow 
grease in the process of washing and drying. 
We do it all.” 
Creswell’s business is wholly dependent on 
the weather. Autoists don’t go for washes 
when it rains, or when other weather in­ 
clemencies make it easy to say “I’ll wait 
until tomorrow.” Still, Creswell averages 50 
washes a day on the 250 days his work gang 
sw abs the autos. He employes a minimum of 
seven persons on light days, and a maximum 
of 20 when traffic is heavy. His son Jack is 
m anager. His wife Virginia (m arveling that 
her advice proved wrong) still keeps the 
books.

THE ROCKET wash was set up almost 17 
years ago by a trio of locaUtes, Robert 
Bauer, David Williams and Richard Lorah. It 
was an innovation then, this odd contraption 
th at scrubbed and. polished in a tunnel-like 
building. After a steaming, a thorough 
washing by huge rollers, spraying of the 
wheels, and then a rubdown, the car came 
out almost new. 
Creswell managed, the wash, for 1.5 months 
for the three owners, with an option to buy. 
At the end of that time he wasn’t certain he 
wanted to exercise his option. The trio 
pressed him and finally he bought — over the 
protests of Mrs. Creswell. 
In the 15 years, Creswell showed steady 
profits. So contrary to figures, this success 
mini-story resulted.

Congress to gain 
campaign spotlight 


Election year 1976 should be 
one year in which candidates for 
Pennsylvania's 25 seats in the 
U.S. Congress perhaps gain a 
little more of the campaign 
spotlight than in years past. 
And the reason of course is 
that the two prime candidates 
seeking 
Pennsylvania’s 
U.S. 
Senate scat being vacated by 
incumbent Hugh Doggett Scott 
are 
members 
of Congress 
themselves 
— 
Democrat 
Wi l l i a m 
J. 
Gr e e n 
a nd 
Republican H. John Heinz. 
In their campaign efforts sO 
far both 
senatorial hopefuls 
h a v e 
s t r e s s e d 
t h ei r 
congressional backgrounds as 
nominal stepping stones to the 
senatorial sanctum. 
In other words, the role of 
congressman is being heard 
more and more by Pennsylvania 
voters as the two woo the 
statewide vote. 
Congressional races usually 
are not in any sort of exotic 
limelight, with efforts for the 
most part confined to individual 
congressional districts. 
But even this geographically- 
limited effort rarely arouses any 
great reocgnition or overriding 


interest among voters of the 
individual congressional district 
— and the reason perhaps is 
understand a hie. 
In 
the 
first 
place, 
Penn­ 
sylvania’s 25 congressmen, like 
those from any other state, 
perforce must spend most of 
their time within the confines of 
Washington which is something 
of a "fur piece" from their home 
hunting grounds when 
com­ 
pared. for example, with state 
lawmakers who jog back and 
forth to Harrisburg for their 
strainings. 
Secondly, 
the activities 
in 
Washington usually are not that 
earth shattering from a close-to- 
honie standpoint which means 
local interest lags somewhat in 
what their congressman may be 
doing along the hanks of the 
Potomac. 
Thirdly, because there are 
only 25 congressional districts 
within the state, as opposed for 
example to 50 State Senatorial 
districts and 203 state House of 
Representative seats, the in­ 
dividual congressional distriet is 
large and next to impossible to 
fully cover by the individual 
congressman.

The largest 
mammal is the blue whale, 
which grows to 100 feet in length 
and can travel 480 nautical miles 
in a day without strain.

sleep 
standing up by locking their 
knee joints. 
Under the 
hot 
Sahara desert, fish have been 
caught in subterranean rivers. 
No one knows why. but all 
pregnant eels in the Atlantic 
swim to the Sargasso Sea, near 
Bermuda, to have their babies. 
Elephants have ears as large 
as banana leaves, but they can 
hear the footsteps of a small 
bird.

Burnham & Co., presumes that 
you and your brother own some 
stocks jointly for which you put 
up all the money. He dies and 
your records are so messed up 
you cannot prove your payment. 
"The result might be that you 
would have to pay an estate tax 
on the full value of stocks for 
which you contributed all the 
money! ’’ 
True or false ? There is never 
a reportable or taxable gift 
when title to property is placed 
in joint name. 
False. There is a tax due on a 
reportable or taxable gift when 
title to property is placed in joint 
name, if there is a donative 
intent. A gift tax must be filed by 
you if you make gifts of more 
than $3,000 to any one person 
during the calendar year. In 
addition, you have available a 
$30.000 lifetime exemption. If 
your spouse joins In the gift, the 
exemption is doubled. 
In a recent federal court of 
appeals 
decision 
in 
Boston 
where the taxpayer’s husband 
transferred stock which he had 
held individually to himself and 
his wife as joint tenants (without 
his wife’s knowledge) — in order 
to insure that the stock would 
pass promptly to her upon his 


death — the taxpayer did not 
receive the stock as a present 
gift in the absence of a donative 
intent. 
This is tricky point, and you 
must consult your attorney for 
details. You must get expert 
guidance on what to do w hen you 
owm your home, bank accounts 
or savings bonds jointly. 
True or false? Joint property 
always eliminates the need for a 
will. 
False. 
If you 
use 
joint 
ownership, as a "lazy man’s 
will,” the end result may merely 
be a poor estate plan. 
While there are advantages in 
having selected assets pass by 
operation of law to a surviving 
relative or friend the disad­ 
vantages must be recognized 
too. For instance, the survivor 
may not be qualified to manage 
the assets properly: when the 
survivor dies, the property may 
ultimately end up in the hands of 
strangers; should you and your 
cobe distributed 
under your 
estate, half under your co- 
tenant’s, etc. 
True or false ? Joint property 
always avoids probate costs and 
probate delays. 
False. While executors’ fees 
are usually not computed on 
jointly held property' attorneys’ 
fees well may include pay for 
services involved. And while 
joint tenancy achieves instant 
passage of legal title, freedom to 
use the property often may be 
delayed. 
In sum’ traps are everywhere 
in this area. Consult your at­ 
torney. Do not even attempt do- 
it-yourself in this complex field.

AMA admits 


it filed false 
postal reports 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
American Medical Association 
subm itted false reports to the 
Postal Service for 4Mi years, 
allowing it to underpay postage 
bills by as much as $450,000, an 
AMA lawyer says. 


The admission of the false 
reports and underpayments was 
m ade in an Aug. 13, 1975, letter 
to the AMA legal department 
from Lee M. Mitchell, an at­ 
torney for the AMA. 


The 
Associated 
Press 
ob­ 
tained a copy of the letter, and 
M itc h e ll 
co n f i¡ rm e d 
i t s 
authenticity. 


The letter is among the AMA 
documenta given to the Postal 
Service by an unidentified man 
believed to be a former AMA 
employe. The Postal Service 
announced 
last 
month 
after 
receiving the documents that it 
was reopening an investigation 
of possible fraud by the AMA. 
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Mitchell’s letter to the AMA 
legal departm ent advised that: 


"The AMA may be charged 
with

Reagan springs surprise in ^var oí nerves 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. CAP) _ 
Ronald Reagan sprung another 
surprise Tuesday in the pre- 
Republican convention war of 
nerves his strategists hope will

Scientists doubt test results for life on Mars 


PASAD EN A, Calif. (A P ) — 
Viking's laboratory on 
Mars 
won’t know for weeks — if ever 
whether gaseous activity in 
the Martian soil is evidence of 
l i f e 
or 
m e r e l y 
‘ ‘ f a n c y 
chem istry," 
Viking 
scientists 
agreed Tuesday . 
The most pessimistic member 
of (he biology team who spoke at 
a forum on puzzling results of 
the robot lander’s experiments 


was Dr. Joshua Lederberg, a 
leading figure in the search for 
extraterrestrial life. 
“ I think the most likely out­ 
come is that with the completion 
of further experiments we may 
be roughly in the position we are 
now,’’ Lederberg said. "That is, 
of having a set of very exciting, 
very provocative data and not 
too 
likely 
to 
have 
made 
a 
categorical conclusion about it.” 


The problem lies not so much 
with 
the 
Viking 
equipment, 
several speakers said, but in the 
fact that “ biology is chemistry,” 
and 
thus

are 
going on inside a living system. 
Drs. Harold Klein and Leslie 
Or gel of the Viking biology team 
said there could yet be definite

project 
scientist Dr. Gerald Soffen, “ We 
will not have the answer until at 
least the controls are done for 
the experiments and we have

bringing a tentative answer, the 
scientists said. 
One is the organic analysis of 
the soil by an instrument aboard 
the 
Viking 
lander. The 
Gas 
Chromatograph 
Mass 
Spec­ 
trometer, or GCMS, is searching 
for organic molecules, which 
are tiny chemical units that can 
indicate the presence of life. 
Organic 
compounds 
can 
be 
p r o d u c e d

processes, too; but if there are 
no organic molecules in the soil, 
the possibility of life is virtually 
ruled out. 
This 
experiment

delayed by trouble in obtaining a 
soil sample, but results could be 
available by this weekend, said 
D r.

The other key experiment is 
an attempt to reproduce the 
Viking results using simulated 
Martian soil at Ames Research 
Institute 
in 
Mountain 
View.

If the same results can be 
obtained under the laboratory 
conditions — which are using 
inorganic materials — it would 
be a strong suggestion that the 
puzzling Viking data from one 
experiment are not a result of 
Martian life. 
L e d e r b e r g , 
a 
S t a n f o r d 
U n iversity 
researcher 
who 
coined the term “ exobiology” 
for the study of extraterrestrial 
life, said that one thing is clear: 
“ Mars is seething with activity 
on the surface. 
“ What is startling, surprising 
and 
p ro v o c a t iv e 
is

surface is. We thought we would 
be struggling with the problems 
of picking the signals out from 
the 
background 
(irrelevan t 
signals due to various factors.) 
But they are strong and! firm and 
sharp.” 
He said scientists have been 
reinforced in their ideas that it 
would be wise to send the second 
Viking lander to a spot on Mars 
with different conditions. 
Viking 2 fs presently circling 
the planet, beginning a search 
for a landing place to touch 
down during the -first week of 
September. It has been aimed at 
the northern latitudes of Mars, a 
wetter region than the plain 
where Viking 1 stands. 
If 
the 
Viking experiments 
have 
indeed 
found 
living 
organisms in the arid soil, said 
Horowitz, “ It will be one of the 
great secrets — How do you get 
along with so little water? Mars 
is drier than our driest deserts.” 
Horowitz 
is 
head 
of 
the 
pyrolytic release experiment, 
which was singled out at the 
forum as being the hardest to 
explain by nonliving processes. 
That test involved placing a 
bit of Martian soil inside the 
la n d e r 
surrounded 
by' 
a 
simulated Martian atmosphere. 
Scientists 
then 
tagged 
the 
carbon gases with radiation to 
see if any of the carbon was 
taken up for use as food or 
growth material by organisms 
in the soil. 
So far, the experiment has 
indicated some of the carbon 
was taken up by the soil, but 
scientists are not certain that 
living organisms are the cause. 
One alternative explanation 
Horowitz 
mentioned 
is 
that 
organic 
matter 
could 
be 
manufactured by the action of 
light — supplied by a lamp that 
simulated Martian sunsnine — 
on chemicals in the soil. 
Klein 
pointed 
out 
that 
scientists have so far tried only 
a few of the many different 
possible ways of running the 
Viking experiments. They in­ 
clude running the incubations 
for much longer periods of time; 
varying the amount of nutrients 
and water added to the soil, and 
letting the soil incubate at a 
colder temperature, with the 
lander's heaters turned off. 
"W e are planning a long in­ 
vestigation, and it is not in­ 
conceivable that we will see 
further data of a 
biological 
nature.” he said. 
He likened the experiments to 
the discovery that fermentation 
of grapes is a biological process. 
He said it took a scientists years 
to determine that it was not a 
chemical reaction.

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Good Fence' program may benefit Israelis 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) — 
The Israeli government made 
an abrupt about-face Tuesday 
and announced plans to court- 
involved in the slaying of a teen­ 
age Arab girl during last 
spring’s unrest on the occupied 
West Bank. 
The governmet.’-run national 
radio said military authorities 
will try an unidentified Israeli 


soldier on charges arising from 
the death of 18-yea -old Lena 
Nabulsi in Nablus May 16. 
It will be the second time an 
Israeli will go on trial for his 
actions In putting down the 
widespread rioting that rocked 
the occ up I e d .1 o r d a n i a n 
territory. 
The radio said an unidentified 
odficial of the military govern­ 


ment in the occupied territory is 
being tried in another military 
court on charges of being 
responsible for the death of a 
Communist activist in the West 
Bank town of Saif it. 
The report said the 46-vcaroId 
victim, Ahmed Dahlul, died 
while being taken from Salfit to 
m i l i t a r y g o v c r n m e n t 
headquarters in Tulkarm for 


interrogation. 
Ten Arabs died in the West 
Bank rioting last spring—most 
of them gunned down by what 
the government said were 
‘"warning shots.” 
The Israeli military command 
insisted at the time Miss Nabulsi 
was killed when the rifle of an 
Israeli soldier went off ac­ 
cidentally. 


A senior Israeli official later 
co demned t he foreign press for 
allegedly overplaying the 
slaying of the girl, a relative of 
form er Prime Minister 
Suleiman Nabulsi of Jordan. 
The riots were touched off by a 
court ruling that freed a group of 
Israelis convicted of praying at 
an Old City site sacred to 
Moslems and Jews. The decision 


was later overruled. 
New unrest has spread 
through the West Bank in the 
past week and a half, with 
shopkeepers on strike and 
students taking to the streets to 
protest the imposition of an 
Israeli sales tax in the occupied 
territory. 
On Tuesday, occupation 
authorities imposed a curfew on 
the town of Anabta along the 
Nablus-Tulkarm highway after 
Arab youths blocked the road 
with rocks and burning tires. 
The dem onstrators pelted 
I s r a e l i 
v e h i c l e s w i t h 
stones. 
— A rab neighbors and 
relatives living on opposite sides 
of the border have met for the 
first time in years. Israeli 
authorities are encouraging the 
reunions, and are considering a 
request by some Arabs on the 
Israeli side to take in their 
relatives permanently. 
— Lebanese farmers have 
been bringing their tobacco crop 
to the border to sell to Israel. 
Their regular buyers disap­ 
peared in the turmoil of the civil 
war.‘‘You can see in their eyes how 
grateful these people are for the 
help they get,” said Sam Roth- 
berg of Peoria. 111. 
Roth berg led a group of 10(1 
Israel bonds fund raisers on a 
tour of the border Monday. “ We 
could see a clear indication that 
many of the people there want 
peace with Israel.” 
Some Lebanese coming across 
the border claim the guerrillas 
are trying to sabotage the good 
fence.

Israel (AP) — The 
barbed w ire. border between 
Israel and Lebanon is becoming 
a “good fence” as more and 
m ore southern L ebanese 
villagers cross it for medical aid 
and work that their own shat­ 
tered governm ent cannot 
provide. 
The Israelis have opened 
gates in the 69-mile-long fence 
that snakes across the rocky 
landscape. About 80 to 100 
Lebanese pass through each day 
seeking medical aid. A few 
dozen more come to work in 
Israeli factories and forests. 
Israeli officials deny that they 
seek more than friendship. But 
observers believe Israel is 
hoping for some real political 
and military benefits from the 
“good fence” policy, as it is 
called here.. 
The policy has primarily been 
a propaganda effort so far. Says 
one official: “We have opened 
th e border for purely 
humanitarian reason. But it has 
obviously been great public 
relations as well.” 
There could, however, be 
important security implications 
for northern Israel, which until 
the Lebanese civil war was 
harried by Palestinian guerrilla 
attacks from across the border. 
The guerrillas have suspended 
action against Israel to fight 
Syrian and Christian forces in 
North Lebanon. Israel could be 
trying to win the help of south 
Lebanese villagers to keep the 
area quiet if the guerrillas try to 
reassert themselves there. 
“Israeli planners certainly 
considered this in deciding the 
policy,” said one source. “It 
would help to have the villagers 
on our side.” 
Israeli# soldiers patrol the 
border area — and into Lebanon 
— with impunity. Israeli 
military leaders have conferred 
with officers of Lebanese 
Moslem forces, lunching with 
them in an Israeli resort town. 
The good fence policy began in 
June, when Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres said Israel would 
help Lebanese fleeing the civil 
warWhile only a small number of 
persons is involved, it is a 
dramatic change from the Arab- 
Israeii enmity of the past 28 
years. In that period, only 
diplomats, Israeli commandos 
and guerrillas crossed the 
frontier. 
Now. the policy has these 
aspects: 
— Medical aid. In the past two 
months about 5,000 Lebanese 
have been treated in Israeli field 
clinics set up along the fence. 
— Lebanese laborers are 
entering Israel to work in a 
tobacco plant and Israeli 
forests. From 12 two weeks ago, 
the number has grown to 53, and 
some officials predict there will 
soon be several hundred. With 
their wages, the Lebanese buy 
provisions in Israeli stores. 
— The Israelis have laid a 
water pipe across the border to 
villages whose supply has been 
cut by the fighting.

Judge refuses 
to grant mistrial 
for Harrises 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
William and Emily Harris’ trial 
judge, ignoring sworn ac­ 
cusations of prejudice and 
perjury against a jury member, 
refused to grant a mistrial 
Tuesday and allowed the jury’s 
verdict to stand. 
In a startling series of 
revelations at an unprecedented 
post-verdict inquiry, one 
alternate juror testified that the 
youngest member of the jury 
panel fashioned a “hangman’s 
noose” out of cord1 or string. 
In addition, five of the 16 
jurors and alternates said they 
saw' another man build a 
miniature gallows in a jury 
room on which he hung the 
Harrises in effigy 
Chief defense attorney 
Leonard Weinglass predicted 
the disclosures will ensure 
reversal of the Harris con­ 
victions on appeal. The Harrises 
were acquitted Monday on six 
counts of assault, but were 
convicted of two kidnapings, one 
robbery and two car thefts. 
Weinglass told the judge, “I 
think both the court and the 
prosecution are sitting on a 
boiling cauldron, and no matter 
how hard you sit on the top of 


that cauldron the facts keep 
oozing out the sides that this was 
not a fair proceeding.” 
Ellen Hall, the last of 16 
persons questioned in Tuesday’s 
inquiry, drew gasps in the 
hushed courtroom when she 
quietly said she saw 26-year-old 
juror Jonathan Beres tie knots 
in a string to produce a 
"hangman’s noose.” 
She said the incident occurred 
during jury selection in the 
Harris trial "in one of the jury 
rooms ...where we had to wait 
awhile.” 
‘‘Do you know his nam,e?” 
asked Superior Court Judge 
Mark Brandier. 
“Jonathan,” she said. 
The judge, implying she might 
be mistaken, asked if it might 
have been another man — a 
dismissed alternate who was 
identified as the architect of the 
miniature gallows. 
She said she didn’t know his 
last name. Pressed on' the 
identification she said it was 
Beres, the only Jonathan on the 
jury. 
“Whatever was done was just 
to pass the time and keep the 
group laughing, I think,” she 
said. 


But she indicated jurors who 
witnessed the noose tying were 
aware it was misconduct and 
told Beres not to leave the noose 
on the table because “it might 
be taken wrong.” 
“It was cute, but it wasn’t 
right,” she said. 
Beres, the youngest juror, was 
questioned about prejudice 
before Mrs. Hall was called. 
He told the judge he had seen a 
prospective juror, Patrick 
S h an ah an , co n str u ct a 
miniature gallows and hang 
from it two paper dolls ap­ 
parently representing the 
Harrises. 
Brandler asked if fie had seen 
anyone fashion a noose out of 
rope. 
“No. Not a rope. I know what 
you’re referring to," he said. “I 
saw paper dolls.” He then 
identified Shanahan. 
He made no mention of 
fashioning a noose himself. 
After Mrs. Hall’s testimony, 
Weinglass suggested an at­ 
torney be summoned to protect 
Bores’ Fifth Amendment rights 
against self-incrim ination 
during any further questioning. 
The judge ign ored the 
suggestion. 


Two other jurors, Jerry J. 
W holey and Rebecca Cam arena, 
and two other alternates, Juan 
Lopez and Douglas Melik an, 
also said they saw Shanahan 
building the little gallows in a 
jury room 
"Yes, I saw that,” said Mrs. 
Cam arena. "He made it out of 
paper clips and paper. ...He 
didn’t have anything to do. He 
was bored.” 
She, like the other jurors, said 
the i aciden t had no impact on 
her verdict: “I forgot ail about 
it.”The testimony confirmed a 
report from two women 
prospective jurors who came 
forward with information about 
possible jury prejudice just 
after deliberations began. 
Those women also reported 
that a sitting juror, Ronal 
Pruyn, made prejudicial 
remarks about the trial weeks 
before. None of those questioned 
Tuesday heard such remarks. 
Weinglass, in an impassioned 
plea that the verdict be set 
aside, expressed shock that no 
sitting juror had come forward 
during jury selection to report 
the episodes of misconduct.

the gospel. 
The founder of the church was 
Caspar Schwenckfeld van Ossig, 
a German nobleman in Silesia 
during the late 15th and 16th 
centuries. 


Schwenckfeld, living at the 
tim e of the Protestant Refor­ 
m ation. 
studied, 
wrote 
and 
taught 
emphasis 
on 
the 
in­ 
d iv id u a l 
relation sh ip 
with 
Christ. 
He was criticized from both 
sid es — the Roman Catholic 
Church, and Protestant refor­ 
m ers Liilher, Calvin and Zwingli 
— for his prayer meetings. His 
followers 
were 
bitterly 
per­ 
secuted, and finally fled their 
homeland in 1726,151 years after 
their leader’s death. 
The Schwenkfelders did not 
form 
a 
structured 
group, 
rem aining as 200 family wor­ 
shipers 
meeting 
for 
hymns, 
prayers and teaching until 1783. 
By 
that 
tim e, 
they 
had 
m igrated to the U.S., seeking 
religious freedom 
in “ Penn’s 
W oods.” 
In 
1782, 
they 
formed 
the 
General 
Conference 
of 
Sch­ 
wenkfelders, but it was not until 
1909 that they organized as a 
church, 
and 
began 
seeking 
ordained clergy as leaders. 
The date of their arrival in 
Philadelphia is celebrated each 
year as a remembrance and 
thanksgiving ceremony. On the 
closest Sunday to Sept. 24. the 
Schwenkfelders 
meet

The fare consists of bread and

a m e n d m e n t 
Tuesday that would limit House 
members to serving five three- 
year term s and require every 
member of Congress to retire at 
age 75. 
The Congressman represents 
portions 
of 
Mo nt g ome ry. 
Chester and Delaware counties. 
A term in the House is now two 
years long. Senate term s last six 
years. There are no limits on 
length of service in the House or 
the Senate, and no mandatory 
retirem ent ages. 
Schulze said under the present 
system constituents are being 


shortchanged and the legislative 
process is suffering 
because 
many 
representatives 
spend 
half of their terms seeking re- 
election. 
He said that the issues facing 
Congress 
are 
more complex 
than when the authors of the 
Constitution decided to limit 
House term s to two years. 
“ If we are to m aster the 
technical tasks of legislation and 
keep up with our workload, we 
simply need more time to learn 
and more time to keep abreast 
of 
changing 
developm ents,” 
Schulze said. 
Setting a 15-year ceiling on the 
length of House service “ would 
provide a fresh stream of in­ 


n o v a t i v e 
ide as 
into 
t he 
legislative 
process,” 
Schulze 
contended. 
“ It would also place em phasis 
on quality rather than seniority 
in the selection on congressional 
leaders,” he said. 
He explained the plan to end 
House and Senate service at age 
75 as a way for Congress to 
“ protect 
the 
efficiency 
and 
integrity of its functioning." 
Schulze conceded to a reporter 
that there is little likelihood of 
his proposal being considered 
d u r i n g 
t h e 
c u r r e n t 
congressional term. 


He 
said 
he did 
not 
seek 
cosponsors before offering the 
legislation but that he will try to 


obtain 
more 
support 
before 
bringing the amendment up in 
the next Congress, if he 
is 
reelected. 
“ When 
the 
Congress 
first 
started, 
its 
members 
were 
c i t i z e n - l e g i s l a t o r s ” 
who 
remained 
in 
touch with the 
people 
who 
elected 
them, 
Schulze said. “ I think we’ve 
gotten away from that now,” 
Schulze said he is also con­ 
sidering a proposal to limit a 
President to one six-year term 
in office. This proposal would 
also require 
a 
constitutional 
amendment.

Committee wants Roselii murder investigated 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence asked the Justice 
Department on Tuesday to in­ 
vestigate the murder of John 
Roselii, a mobster who had told 
Senate investigators about his 
involvement in CIA plots to kill 
Cuban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro. 
A committee spokesman also 
confirmed that Roselii had 
made a secret appearance in 
A pril before Senate in­ 
v estig ato rs probing the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy. 
Roselii’» body was identified 
Sunday after it had been found 
in a chain-wrapped oil drum 


floating in Biscayne Bay off 
Miami. Dade County, Fla., of­ 
ficials said Roselii had died of 
asphyxiation and called it a 
gangland-style slaying. 
J u s t i c e D e p a r t m e n t 
spokesmen said no decision on 
the Senate request for an in­ 
vestigation would be made until 
Atty. Gen. Edward Levi returns 
Wednesday from Atlanta, where 
he is attending the American 
Bar Association meeting. 
Earlier, FBI spokesman said 
they would not become involved 
in the homicide case unless a 
violation of federal law turned 
up.Roselii testified on two oc­ 
casions before a Senate in­ 


telligence panel which was the 
predecessor to the permanent 
intelligence committee and 
which investigated wrongdoing 
by the CIA and FBI. 
Roselli’s first appearance 
before the committee came in 
June 1975, five days after Sam 
Giancana, another underworld 
figure involved in the CIA plot to 
kill Castro, was shot to death in 
Chicago. 
Roselii testified that he had 
been offered $100,000 by the CIA 
to poison Castro, according to a 
report subsequently released by 
the committee. 
Although Roselli’s testimony 
was given in secret, his ap­ 
pearance before the committee 


was well publicized. 
His second appearance before 
the committee last April 23, 
however, did not become known 
until Tuesday. 
The committee spokesman 
who confirmed Roselli’s second 
appearance declined to say what 
was discussed except that it was 
related to the committee's probe 
of the Kennedy assassination. 
A spokesman for Sen. Richard 
Schweiker, R-Pa., who headed 
that investigation, said the 
purpose of the second session 
was to get more detail about the 
plots against Castro. One of the 
theories explored by the in­ 
vestigators was that Castro 
somehow learned about the CIA 


plots against his life and ordered 
Kennedy’s death in retaliation. 
Thomas W addon. Roselli’s 
W ashington attorney, ap­ 
parently drew a connection 
between Roselii’s testimony and 
his death. Last, week, before 
Roselli’s body had been found 
but after he was reported 
missing, Wadden attempted to 
contact Schweiker. 
Wadden was referred to the 
permanent intelligence com­ 
mittee and then tried to contact 
chairman Daniel Inouye, D- 
Hawaii, and vice chairman 
Howard H. Baker, R-Tenn. 
Baker, who also served on the 


panel which investigated the 
assassination plots, has been 
quoted as saying "there appears 
to be a connection’’ between 
Roselli’s death and that of 
Gianciana. 
"Both agreed to testify on the 
same subject.” Baker said. 
"Both were involved in the same 
assassination operation."

Stevens, who is the son of the 
Pottstown news dealer, said 90 
mile an hour winds “ shook the 
whole house, and it takes some 
kind of wind to shake a two-story 
house.” 
The water under the Steven’s 
shore home “ will probably be 
there for another month,” and 
two chairs blew off the second 
floor 
balcony, 
but 
advance 
warning from the New Jersey 
civ il 
d efense 
squads 
got 
everyone to “ batten down and 
hold on,” said Stevens. 
“ It almost blew you off the 
steps,” he said. “ And it took all 
you had Just to close the door,” 
Stevens said. He added all he 
has is about 220 pounds. 
Bill Fitch was ready for the 
Southampton Horse Show 
in 
East Hampton, Nassau County 
Monday night when 108 mile an 
hour winds ripped down his tents 
and wiring and spread panic 
through the New York City 
suburb. 
But as the rain began tapering 
off Tuesday afternoon, Fitch 
said he got a call through to Bill 
Jr., who was drying off the 
trailers and preparing to “open 
the show again.” 
A tractor-trailer full of Fitch 
electronics 
weathered 
Belle 
wedged between two downtown 
East 
Hampton 
buildings, 
as 
electric 
and 
telephone 
lines 
were dragged to the ground by 
falling trees. 
Fitch got out of Long Island 
“on the last train going west... * ’ . 
“ It was standing room only, 
heading back inland. The people 
boarded their homes, packed 
their clothes, food, children and 
dogs and jumped the 1:50 into 
M anhattan,” he said. 
Belle was unpleasant, said 
Filch, but he had practice in 
braving bad weather «a few 
years ago, when he held on 
during a typhoon in Guam. 
Jacob 
Setter's 
year-round 
home on Seven-Mile Beach, near 
Avalon. N. J., stands damp but 
unbowed 
Tuesday, 
he 
said. 
“ Nothing 
blewf 
away,” 
said 
Softer, owner of a Pottstown 
insurance company. “ But we 
nailed everything down first.” 
The Sotters sat through Belle 
Monday night as she poured 
through the New Jersey coast, 
as did Stevens. 
And when the next hurricane 
comes, said Stevens. “ I would 
really rather be there, to make 
sure the gas and electric are 
shut off. rather than worry. I felt 
pretty 
secure, 
although 
just 
about everyone else baled out.” 
After a moment, and a sneeze 
from the cold Bollo brought him. 
Stevens added, “ Well, I guess it 
i s awfully sc a rey lo look out the 
window 
and

flying by that isn’t supposed to.” 
Stevens spent Tuesday on the 
beach, but Mrs. Eleanor Barr 
spent Tuesday driving back to 
see what happened to the Avalon 
home

ternoon. 
“ The 
dunes 
were 
washed 
away, 
but 
the 
water never 
reached the hom es,” Mrs. Barr 
said Tuesday 


Mrs. 
Barr. 
1005 Schuylkill 
Road, left Avalon Monday night 
on the presistent advice of radio 
warnings. 
The dam age at 
the North 
Wildwood bay was worse, said 
Stevens. Small boats sunk or 
turned over and the streets werq 
covered 
with 
seaweed. 
“ It 
looked like the bay was in front 
of the house instead of a block 
aw ay.” 
When he ventured outside at 
the height of Belle, because he 
thought he forgot to lock the 
front door, Stevens found water 
up to his knees. But only a little 
rain made it through the win­ 
dows. 
Not so on the “ slow, cold, 
d a rk , 
d a m p " 
tra in 
in to 
Manhattan from Long Island, 
said Fitch. “ But, then, it was 
raining so hard anything would 
have leaked. And 
it was a 
typical Ixrng Island Railroad 
c a r.” 
He added he wasn’t aban­ 
doning his son and partner in 
East Hampton. Fitch is off for 
the Kenlucky-Virginia 
border 
today, and another show. 
The best part of Belle, said 
Pitch, was a Greenwich Village 
musician who was fleeing Long 
Island with (he hordes. *‘He 
played his guitar and sang for 
about 
four 
hours, 
until 
we 
reached Penn Station. Everyone 
was feeling low and scared and 
he salvaged their spirits.” 


Stevens reported the same 
sunny and warm weather at the 
Jersey shore Tuesday as Pott- 
stow n 
felt. 
T e m p e ra tu re s 
climbed into the low 80s and the 
sun broke through dark clouds 
by mid-aftcrnoon. 
The chanco of rain for tonight 
and tomorrow is near zero, and 
tem peratures in the mid to 
upper 80s should sufficiently dry 
off the last drops of Belle left on 
the area. 
Today is expected to remain 
sunny, according tot he to the 
National Weather Service, and 
tonight should be clear, with 
tem peratures in the mid 80s.

G eo rg e S te in b r cn n cr, 
managing partner of the Yanks, 
had complained to AL President 
Lee MacPhail about the um­ 
piring in Sunday’s 8-5 loss to the 
Baltimore Orioles. The Yankees 
also put out a news release 
criticizing what the team 
alleged was a series of bad calls 
by the crew headed by Lou 
DiMuro. 
The Yankees were par­ 
ticularly incensed about an 
eighth-inning call by Bill 
Kunkcl. On the play. Now York’s 
Gene Locklear was called out at 
first base. The Yankees insisted 
L ocklear was sa fe, that 
Baltimore first baseman Tony 
Muser juggled the ball and did 
not ha ve his foot on the base. 
The Yankees replayed the 
incident on the giant screen, 
evoking a bitter reaction from 
the crowd, then posted the 
umpires’ names on the screen.

“I’d played three weeks in a 
row," Nicklaus said. "'Usually, 
going into one of the majors I’m 
trying to build my game to a 
peak. That’s why I come to 
Augusta or the Open or the 
British Open a week early. 
"This time, having played so 
much, I felt my game was where 
I wanted it. I felt I’d be hurting 
myself, just wearing myself out 
to no purpose', by coming here 
early.” 
He paused briefly and: offered 
a smile that could only be in­ 
terpreted as bad news for the 
rest of the 1.42-man field, 
"Actually,'’ he said, "my last 
tournament was< probably the 
best I’ve played this year.” 
That was a second place finish 
in the Canadian Open. 
Nicklaus has won only once 
this season, In the 'Tournament 
Players Championship. He 
ranks fifth on the season’s 
m oney-winning list. Both 
represent low points in his un­ 
matched 15year career. He's 
never won fewer than two 
tournaments and never finished 
lower than fourth in the money- 
winning standings. 
“Up to this point,” he said, 
"this hasn’t been one of my best 
years. But from a playing 
standpoint, it isn’t my worst by a 
long shot... 
"But a win at the PGA could 
make it a very good year.”
